ty, the sensuality,

downright filth," and said, “I won­ 
der if we have advanced." 
Speaking Tuesday at the dedi­ 
cation of the $3-million Eisenhow­ 
er Library here, the former presi­ 
dent asked. “What has happened 
to our concepts of beauty, decen­ 
cy and morality?” 
Eisenhower was disdainful of 
some trends in modem an and 
entertainment. He referred to the 
new dance craze, the twist, say­ 
ing he did not personally dislike 
it but 
it does represent some 
change in our standards.” 
The former president called for 
a return to the standards and 
values (rf pioneer America. 
He said the only danger to the

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP' 
—A U.N. commission of inquiry 
announced today its inability to 
penetrate the 
mystery of Dag 
Hammarskjold's death. 
In a report to the General As­ 
sembly, the five-nation body did 
not rule out any of the rumored 
causes of the plane crash—sabo 
tage. attack by hostile aircraft, 
mechanical difficulties or human 
failure. It did say there was no 
evidence to back up any of these 
theories. 
Hammarskjold died 
Sept 
18 
wlien a chartered plane crashed 
near Ndola, Northern Rhodesia 
The U N. secretary-general was 
on a Congo peace mission. 
The report said: 
“The commission has carefully 
examined all possible causes of 
the accident. It has considered 
Hie possibility of sabotage or of 
attack and tile material or human 
failures which could have resulted 
in an accident. It has found no 
evidence to support any of tile 
particular theories that have been 
advanced nor has it been able to 
exclude the passible causes which 
ithas considered." 
The commission included repre­ 
sentatives from Nepal, Sierra Le­ 
one. Sweden, Yugoslavia and Ar­ 
gentina. It began work in Decem­ 
ber and held hearings in Africa 
and at Geneva.

INDICATE NEW 


COSMIC GASES 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Some results of satellite probes 
into space and a look at the im­ 
portance of sunshine on earth are 
subjects for science at work: 
W INDS OF SPACE 
Just how large arc the clouds 
of cosmic gas traveling through 
space? How much cosmic radia-i 
tion shoots through the reaches of 
our galaxy, the Milky Way? 
Satellites gave astronomers and 
physicists a way to probe these 
mysteries, and at a recent meet-! 
ing of the American Physical So­ 
ciety. some of the results were 
summarized. 
Explorer XI. for instance, car- j 
ried a telescope capable of .see­ 
ing high energy 
gamma rays, j 
tiny but powerful bullets of rays 
that travel in straight lines and) 
are not 
affected 
by 
magnetic' 
fields. 
The cosmic gases are clouds o r 
the hearts of hydrogen atoms. 
V.'nen cosmic rays hit these atomic 
hearts, gamma rays are produced. 
By measuring the gamma rays, 
physicists can deduce how many 
hydrogen hearts or nuclei and how 
many cosmic rays there are—and 
perhap>, eventually, where these' 
winds in space come from Cur-! 
rent studies indicate there may fie | 
many more cosmic rays and more I 
gases than estimated earlier. 


WE AND OUR SHADOW 
The earth apparently casts ai 
.shadow in space. It isn’t a shadow, 
of light and dark, but only an 
area sheltered by earth ami its 
magnetic field from the winds of 
charged gases that pour through j 
our galaxy. 
Satellites, ranging far out into 
space, have shown that this sort! 
of sheltered area or shadow ex­ 
ists. 
Its exact 
limits 
are not 
known. 
Are these winds of space pour­ 
ing out from the sun? If so. the 
shadow area would be on the 
dark side of the earth The satel­ 
lite data indicates it might be 
there, or it might be .slightly 
from a different angle, indicating 
that the winds of gas (hat tin* 
earth sees might come from some 
unknown source other Clan our 
sun.
